DANGER TO THE FAIR. 

An attempt is making to mass proxies for 
the election of directors who will agree to re- 
open the agitation fora Fair on thé Lake- 
Front and for the representation of class in- 
terests in the management. This movement 
is so hostile to the success of the Fair that it 
should be defeated at any cost. The best way 
of doing it will be for disinterested stock- 
holders to mass their proxies on a few repre- 
sentative men who have been identified with the 
good work already done. The great danger 
from the wrangling element lies in the fact 
that so far it appears to be itself united with- 
out atiy concentrated opposition. It cannot 
be that holders of a majority of the stock are 
so suicidally inclined as to want to wreck not 
only the Fair but their own interests as well, 
since a failure of the Exhibition would neces- 
sarily entail a corresponding loss of subscrip- 
tions. The majority stockholders have no in- 
dividual axésto grind and would be vexed at the 
discovery that they had been used for the sup- 
posed personal benefit of a few malcontents. 

The people who have pledged their money 
in the hope of making the Fair a brilliant 
success do not want to see it wrecked by the 
election of men working for selfish ends and 
doing their utmost to bolster up class inter- 
este at the expense of the general public. 
They do not wish to seea particular music 
firm or an individual electric company placed 
at the head of any department for the pur. 
pose of giving prominence to its business 
‘intereste, nor any other craft or profession 
united on"behalf of some relatively uninfluen- 
tial person who wants to be a director on ac- 
count of the money it would be likely to bring 
over his counter. Nor do they wish to see meh 
elected who are pledged to the reopening of 
vexed questions which it has. taken months to 
settle and the reagitation of which would 
threaten ighominious failure to the whole en- 
terprise by disgusting the world outside with 
our vacillation and want of harmony and de- 
laying the work so long that we could not get 
ready in‘ time for the opening of the exhibit. 
Subscribers as a rule would infinitely prefer 
to see the new directory take up the work on 
the lines already laid down by the retiring 
one, and let the world see that there is room 
for confidence in the local management; that 
Chicapo is workmg on broad lines to prepare 
an exhibit which shall not only equal any- 
thing done before but surpass all previous 
displays of an international character and 
be worthy of the city and the occasion. 

There is grave reason to fear this will not 
be accomplished unless all disinterested share- 
ho unite in an effort to put the manage- 
ment of the Exposition on a high plane. This 
can be dotie by a massmg of proxies in the 
hands of a few good men. There is Lyman J. 
Gage, who has earned and received general 
admiration for his unselfish and masterly con- 
duct of @ffairs thus far, in throwing oil upon 
the troubled waters, and pteventing what 
seemed at one time to be an inevitable breach. 
Why not now pay him the practical compli- 
ment of placing in his hands a sufficiently 
large number of proxies to enable him to cast 
an important vote for the best men, so that 
the new directory may contam a majority 
which will work harmoniously for the good 
of the Fair instead of for: personal ends? 
Other directors, such as Peck and Young, 
both n of important committees, are 
similarly deserving of confidence. No proxy 
bestowed upon any one of these three will be 
used for an unworthy purpose. 

No one who has unguardedly given his 
proxy to a Hostile interest should be thereby 
deterred from calling it back and recording it 
in the interest of harmony and success. The 
giver of every proxy has aright to withdraw 
it and place it elsewhere at any time previous 
to the holding of the election, and it is highly 
desirable that this be done in every case where 
the stockholder fears he has done wrong in 
committing himself hastily or unwittingly to

" CAPITAL AND LABOR. 
The address to the Economic Conference by 
Mr, A. J. Eddy on the share of labor in the 
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ment, which not only causes them to be idle, 
but tends to depress the wages of those who 


] can otherwise find something to do, the com- |, 


petition of labor being equally fatal to high 
priges as is undue competition among sellers 
to find purchasers for what it has produced. 

On the other hand the intelhgent workman 
knows that if capital does makes a profit the 
great bulk of it is reinvested as soon as practi- 
ctble in the business for the increasing of 
production, which will furnish more employ- 
ment for the wage-earners and correspond- 
ingly lessen‘the number of the unemployed 
competitors for work. 

The oft-heard complaint of excessive profits 
realized by the employer is not in accordance 
with the facts. Excessive profits are impos- 
sible for more than a brief time unless the 
manufacturer be protected by a patent or a 
trust, the latter being unlawful. In every 
other case unemployed capital rushes in to 
com pete the moment it is known that any one 
kind of business is paying more than the 
norraal rate of profit, and this soon abolishes 
the preference for that over other avenues for 
investment. Hence excessive profit is only 
temporary and tempts competition, and the 
only advantage those first in the field have 
over their later competitors is their superior 
knowledge of the situation, with perhaps a 
gain due to choice in the selection of site or 
obtaining cheap fuel or command of markets 
for material or finished product. Under 
all . ordinary conditions of trade the 
competition between manufacturers and mer- 
chants is sufficiently fierce to prevent the 
realizing of excessive per cent of profits, and 
gives the average business-man alli he can do to 
obtain a fair return on his investment. The 
few exceptions to this rule only prove its 
truth. They are the men here and there whose 
brain power is such as to enable them to make 
a profit where the ordinary man makes a loss. 
They are the Napoleons or Grante of business, 
the captains of industry, and are no more a 
gauge for the great mass of business-men than 
is the occasional giant a model to be meas- 
ured for clothing to fit the average citizen. 
The few brilliant successes are noted, while 
the multitude of failures are not taken into ac- 
count by those who complain that the employ- 
er gets more than his fair share. 
EXAGGERATING THE NUMBER OF VOTERS, 

A Chicago paper hasan article on what it 
calls “the magnitude of the silent vote of 
Chicago.” It reachés the conclusion that it is 
so great, by comparing the total number 
of regwtered voters, which is 198,000, with the 
total number of adult males, which according 
to the school census of last year is 409,000, and 
it is unable to explain ita size except on the 
hypothesis of great indifference or a general 
wieh to avoid jury duty. It says: 

For purposes of Gomparison the 25,000 increase 
by the last registfation, and indeed more than 
that number, should be deducted from the total 
number registered, for the census waa taken last 
spring, while the incfease is from the total num- 
ber last fall. But deducting only 28,063, 
we have left only 170,000 registered voters out of a 
total male population of voting age of nearly 410,- 
000, or oniy about ten registdred out of every 
twenty-four males of voting age. A considerabla 
allowance must be thade, of course, for persons 
not naturalized, for the sick, the absent, and 
others laboring under disabilities of various 
kinds. But: after making, all proper allow- 
ance on these accotints there must still remain 
a wide difference between the registration and 
the whole number of qualified voters to be 
charged to the account of indifference or a desire 
to avoid jury duty. At the least, 60 -per cent of 
the males of voting age should be qualified voters, 
and a complete registration would show not less 
than 260,000 voters in Chicago. 

The fatal flaw in this argument is that it Is 
based on the school census, which swelied the 
adult male population enormously by putting 
down workingmen in the wards whege they 
found them working and then putting them 
down again in the wards where they sleep. 
Thus the population’of the business and man- 
ufacturing wards is padded tremendously, 
Following is a table comparitig by wards the 
registered vote and the school census returns 
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ee e478 21,226] Total. .. 198,058 
Look at the First Ward figures. According 
to the Federal census the total population is 
24,074, According to the School census it is 
44,897, 29,502 being males over 21, ¥0,78 
females over 21, and 4,615 persons of both 
sexes under 21. That difference of 20,000 be- 
tween the totals of the two returns represents 
men and women working in that ward but not 
living there. The Seventh Ward, where the 
city census exceeds the Federal one 10,700, is 
another case where workingmen have been 
entered at their shops. 
_,AAliowing for these inanifest errors of the 
figures of the local census, it may be said that 
there are in the city about 300,000 ggult males, 
of whom. 225,000 or 230,000 could vote if they 
chose.
